Washington, April 19.—The Demo­ 
crats and the Republican Insurgent* 
rode rough shod over the house lead­ 
ers Friday when the voting began on 
the Cuban reciprocity bill. They over­ 
threw the ruling of the chair In com­ 
mittee of the whole on question of 
germaineness of an amendment to re­ 
move the differential from refined su­ 
gar during the existing of the reciproc­ 
ity agreement provided In the bill. The 
vote to overrule the decision of the 
chair, made by Mr. Sherman of New 
York, was 171 to 130, 37 Republicans 
joining with a solid Democratic vote, 
and having won this preliminary vic­ 
tory, the amendment was adopted In 
committee, 164 to 111, and later In 
the house by a still larger majority, 
199 to 105. 
On this occasio* 64 Re­ 
publicans voted with the Democrats 
for the amendment. The bill was then 
passed by an overwhelming majority 
—247 to 52. 
An analysis of the vote shows that 
124 Republicans and 123 Democrats 
voted for the amended bill and 42 Re­ 
publicans and IO Democrats against It. 
To Thursday night's D mocratle cau­ 
cus the defeat of the Republican lead­ 
ers who sought to pass the bill w ith­ 
out amendment is attributable. P re­ 
vious to the holding of the caucus the 
Democrats 
were

and the opposition of the Republican j 
beet sugar men showed signs of dis- j 
integrating.

to President Roosevelt

open letter 
advancing an 
argument 
against the British mule traffic in the 
United States. 
Ho declares that the 
traffic Is In violation of the treaty 
of Washington. 
“Article six of that treaty,’’ the let­ 
ter reads, "lays down three rules by 
which arbitrators are to be governed. 
The 
second rule declares a neutral 
government is bound not to permit or 
suffer either belligerent to make use 
of its ports or waters as the base of 
naval operations against the other; or 
for the purpose of renewal or augmen­ 
tation of military supplies or arms or 
the recruitment of men." 
Further along the letter says; 
“Great Britain made no scruple of 
asserting the terms of the treaty of 
Washington against this country up 
on the first and only occasion when 
our government was at war with a 
foreign state. 
April 26, 1898, the day 
after war was declared between the 
United States and Spain, Queen Vic­ 
toria issued a proclamation of neutral­ 
ity, insisting upon the observance of 
the 
treaty. 
In 
this 
proclamation, 
Great Britain insists that her ports 
and w aters shall not be used to abet 
tho military activity of belligerent 
powers, and we now require the en­ 
forcement of this rule. 
“ By the classification prepared by 
the 
Btate department, 
published 
by 
Secretary Long June 20, 1898, in his 
"instructions 
to blockading 
vessels 
and cruisers,” (Gen. order 492, para­ 
graph, 19), horses are designated as 
"absolutely contraband of war.” 
"If additional argument were needed
